HIGH LIGHT for July was 

the arrival in Chicago of 

the beautiful new ‘‘Enciclo- 
pedia Cultural,” which is the Span- 
ish edition of Compton's Pictured 
Encyclopedia. ‘‘Enciclopedia Cul- 
tural” is published by Union Tipo- 
grafica Editorial Hispano Americana, one 
of the largest publishing houses in Mexico 
City, with branches in 15 other countries, 
including Spain. 

And so a project is successfully con 
summated that launched some years 
ago when Senor Don Jose Gonzales Porto 
founder and present director-general of 
this important Mexican publishing house, 
came to Chicago to sign a contract with 
F. E. Compton and Company for the rights 
to publish an edition of Compton's which 
should be especially adapted for use in all 
Spanish-speaking countries. 

In the few days that have passed since 
the arrival of “Enciclopedia Cultural’ I 
have had time for only the most super- 
ficial acquaintance with this new Spanish 
cousin of Compton's. Even from my brief 
examination I am intrigued with both the 
similarities and the differences between the 
two works. 

Since Senor Porto had made extensive 
examination of American encyclopedias 
before he decided that Compton’s was the 
one that most nearly met his needs, it is 
natural that the two encyclopedias should 
follow the same general patterns of or- 
ganization. 

Like Compton's, ‘‘Enciclopedia Cultural” 
is profusely illustrated and uses interesting 
titles for its major articles. It has an Index 
which locates pictures and items of text 
and includes short, independent articles 
similar to the Fact Entries in Compton’s.

The new work is published in 15 
volumes, and although it has 
slightly fewer pages than Comp- 
ton’s the set looks larger, since it 
is printed on bulkier paper. Page 
designs for the two works are sim- 
ilar though not identical. 

While much Compton text appears in 
“Enciclopedia Cultural” and many of our 
diagrams and photographs have been used, 
the work has been carefully adapted to the 
culture and special interests of Spanish 
American people. 

As would be expected, ‘Enciclopedia 
Cultural’ devotes less space to the United 
States than does Compton's, but it has 
longer articles on the Latin American 
republics. 

Biographies of many Americans have 
been reduced in length or eliminated, and 
there is extensive coverage in the field of 
Latin American and Spanish biography. 
Art, and specially Painting, is given much 
attention, and each biography of a major 
painter is illustrated with a full-page re- 
production of a painting in color. 

Picture changes are especially interesting. 
In Football, pictures of games in Spanish 
American countries replace those of the 
United States. The color pictures in Birds 
feature those birds that are native to Mexi- 
co and South America. In Liquids, the 
same plan of diagrams has been used ex- 
cept that charming Spanish children are 
performing the experiments, and in one an 
earthen Mexican pitcher replaces the more 
prosaic glass utensil shown in ours. 

Our agreement with Senor Porto licenses 
his company to sell in all Spanish American 
countries and in Spain, Portugal, Brazil,

text of the five-volume set. One must re- 
member, however, that this text represents 
largely a 1950-dated body of information 
with a certain amount of updating by the 
supplement in 1956. Volumes I, II, III, IV, 
and most of volume V contain the text of 
the 1950 second edition, continuously 
paged throughout the five volumes, with 
the 63 plates (unpaged) of the 1956 sup- 
plement inserted at varying intervals 
throughout. These 63 plates are without 
exception unchanged in pictorial content 
but have in some instances been renamed. 
Twenty new color plates and 20 new 
black-and-white photo plates, unnum- 
bered, have been added. These constitute 
20 glossy sheets with recto, color, and 
verso, black and white; or vice versa, four 
color and four black and white to each 
volume. These represent the only new 
material in the set, which otherwise is a 
reprinting from essentially unchanged 
plates. 

Following the final page of the second- 
edition text, page 2203 in volume V, is the 
“1956 Supplement: Record of Events,” just 
as it follows plate 63 in the 1956 supple- 
ment. Paging is separate as in the original 
supplement, pages 1-19; the “Census of 
the United States, 1950,” pages 20-32, com- 
pletes volume V, just as it constitutes the 
final paging of the 1956 supplement. 

The Preface of the five-volume edition 
refers in the initial paragraph to the five- 
volume edition and speaks of added illus- 
trations; but the remainder of the material 
is the same as the Preface of the one-vol- 
ume second edition, with the exception of 
some slight abridgment rewording 
where the wording of the one-volume 
Preface stipulated a one-volume encyclo- 
pedia. The Acknowledgments which fol- 
low the Preface are taken from the 1956 
supplement and concern only the illus- 
trative material included there. They do 
not make reference to the new illustra- 
tions, although sources, undated, for each 
new plate are given on the plate itself. An 
exception is the double-spread color plate 
“Flags of the Nations” in volume II, which

The five volumes are without index. Key 
to Pronunciation, Notes, and copyright 
information are found in each volume. A 
list of illustrations appears only in volume 
I, listed by volume in the order in which 
the illustrations appear, which order is 
also largely alphabetical except for map 
listings. Color plates are indicated by add- 
ing “in full color” after appropriate en- 
tries in the list of illustrations. No new 
maps have been added; they are all the 
black-and-white ones of the 1956 supple- 
ment. If a listing of illustrations for all 
volumes were included in each volume, 
not just in volume I, the usefulness of the 
illustrations and the ease of using them 
would be greatly increased. 

Illustrations, both the new and the 
duplicates of plates in the 1956 supple- 
ment, have been scattered throughout the 
set. They are not always placed as close- 
ly as possible to the related text, and since

text they will often be missed by students 
using the set for ready reference. For 
example, the first color plate—“Archae- 
ology: Wall Paintings,” including an 
Egyptian mural from a tomb at Thebes, a 
Lascaux cave painting, and a Mayan 
mural from Mexico with a verso of black- 
and-white photographs of six archaeologi- 
cal sites—is found midway in volume I 
inserted between pages which bear guide 
words “Boston Fern” and “Boudinot.” A 
color plate which is captioned “Pottery” 
and shows the steps in making a teapot is 
found following page 1472 in volume IV, 
though the entry pottery is on page 1589 of 
that volume. The black-and-white verso 
of this concerns “No Drama,” which is dis- 
cussed under the entry Japanese drama 
on page 999 of volume III. Even the cross 
reference entry no [drama]: see Japanese 
drama is not on an adjacent page but on 
page 1404. 

The quality of the new illustrations is 
uneven. There are some of clarity and 
even beauty; others are mediocre. It is 
impossible to determine on what basis the 
new illustrations were selected. Some are 
of reference value, for example, the black- 
and-white “Fossils” showing simple tools, 
diggings, finding dinosaur bones, and 
classifying skeletons. Others can have 
little value in such a set, for example, the 
color plate “Fish” showing merely five 
pictures of the reproductive processes of 
Siamese fighting fish. Taken as a whole, 
the new illustrations must be considered 
to have added only a negligible amount to 
the reference or aesthetic value of the set. 

The five-volume edition is attractively 
and sturdily bound in blue sturdite, with 
first and last signatures reinforced with 
cotton-cambric. “The Columbia Encyclo- 
pedia” and “Parents’ Institute” are let- 
tered on the spine at top and bottom re- 
spectively with split-letter labeling for 
each volume midway between. No page 
inclusions appear on the spine. The type 
is well leaded. The paper is of a heavier 
quality than that in the one-volume 
Columbia and supplement. This produces 
greater ease of handling.

Appalachian spring. Nathan Kroll. Dis- 
tributor: Rembrandt Film Library. 1959. 
30min. $200. 


Martha Graham performs for the first time 
before the television camera in this ballet 
which she made famous on the stage in 1944. 
The choreography, by Miss Graham, is based 
on the folk legend of a pioneer wedding in 
the early days of American history. The 
original score by Aaron Copeland which 
won the Pulitzer Prize in Music in 1945 
furnishes a perfect accompaniment. In spite 
of the limitations of the camera movement 
and the poor quality of photography the film 
conveys the strength and vitality of the danc- 
ers. In A dancer’s world (Boox.ist 55:24, S 1 
58) Martha Graham commented on her 
philosophy of the dance, while members of 
her troupe demonstrated the meaning of her 
words. Appalachian spring provides an op- 
portunity to see Miss Graham in action, which 
is a memorable experience. An explanation 
of the symbolism of this dance, which can be 
readily obtained in various books on the 
ballet, will add to audience enjoyment. Rec- 
ommended for all ages. 


Bar mitzvah. National Film Board of Can- 
ada. Distributor: Yeshiva University, 
Audio-Visual Center, 526 W. 187th St., 
N.Y. 23. 1959. 15min. $78. 


An appealing and dignified presentation of 
the religious preparation and ceremonies with 
which a Jewish boy marks his coming of age 
and confirms his faith. Thirteen-year-old 
Morris Podolsky is shown attending Hebrew 
school and orthodox services on Saturday 
morning with his family. His participation in 
the rituals of Bar Mitzvah Day brings out the 
values and traditions which have preserved 
Judaism. The simplicity, naturalness, and 
accuracy of this production should appeal to 
a wide range of audiences. Particularly useful 
for non-Jewish church groups interested in 
understanding other religions. 


Between the tides. British Transport 
Films. Distributor: Contemporary Films. 
1958, released 1959. 22min. color, $175. 
Admirers of the books of Rachel Carson and 
other books on natural history will want to 
see this distinguished production made with 
the cooperation of the Dale Fort Field Centre, 
Pembrokeshire, England. It portrays the 
westernmost county of Wales, which will re- 
mind the seasoned traveler of the Cornish 
coast. The film has the unique quality of 
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involving the viewer, permitting him to share 
the experiences of the naturalist discovering 
the silent world of seashore life and the not 
too quiet habits of the thousands of sea gulls 
and other birds who seek these shores for 
breeding purposes. Excellent photography, use 
of natural sounds of the sea and of birds, and 
just the right amount of an appropriate music 
score that never detracts make it an absorbing 
film with wide age-range appeal. Narrated by 
Stephen Murray with British good taste, quiet 
humor, and discerning remarks. 


A chairy tale. National Film Board of 
Canada. Distributor: International Film 
Bureau. 1957, released 1959. 10min. $60. 


Canada’s well-known film maker Norman 
McLaren has imaginatively conceived this 
amusing pantomime-ballet between a young 
man and a chair, making use of animation 
techniques. The tale is of a man (enacted by 
McLaren) who takes the normal function of 
a chair for granted, but the chair feels other- 
wise. After futile attempts to sit, only to have 
the chair move away each time, the man dis- 
covers that the chair is sensitive and insists 
on being understood and appreciated. The 
musical accompaniment by Ravi Shankar and 
Chatur Lal is an essential part of the film. The 
subtle understatement here would make this 
effective in programs on human relations, such 
as a United Nations program, and its gentle 
humor would make it useful to end any 
program on a light touch. 


Decision: the Constitution in action. Cen- 
ter for Mass Communication, for the Edu- 
cational Television and Radio Center, Ann 
Arbor, Mich. Distributor: Center for Mass 
Communication of Columbia University 
Press. 1959. 6 films. 30min. each, $125. 


A series of six half-hour films each dealing 
with a U.S. Supreme Court decision of mod- 
ern times involving a question of constitu- 
tional interpretation. Careful attention has 
been given to accuracy in content and pres- 
entation. The cases have been reenacted with 
the participation of many of the people in- 
volved in them, and actual settings have been 
used when available. The films provide good 
background material on important issues and 
might be used singly or in sequence for dis- 
cussion or straight informational programs. 


THE CONSTITUTION AND CENSORSHIP. Recon- 
structs the case of Burstyn v. Wilson which 
resulted in the decision concerning the film 
The miracle and the case of Cantwell v. Con- 
necticut which involved questions of religious 
freedom and freedom of speech. Clips from 
censored movies add to the interest and can 
serve as a point of departure for discussion 
of the subject of current importance. 


THE CONSTITUTION AND EMPLOYMENT STANDARDS. 
The case of U.S. v. Darby Lumber Company 
which in 1941 resolved whether Congress had 
the right to set minimum wages, limit child 


labor, and in other respects legislate employ- 
ment standards. 


THE CONSTITUTION AND THE LABOR UNION. The 
case of Whitaker et al v. North Carolina in 
which a group of unions challenged the con- 
stitutionality of a state ban on the closed 
shop. Includes flash backs to other labor 
disputes. 


THE CONSTITUTION AND MILITARY POWER. Two 
celebrated cases involving issues of military- 
civilian relations in wartime: the Civil War 
case of Ex Parte Milligan and the World War 
11 case of Korematsu v. United States. 


THE CONSTITUTION AND THE RIGHT TO VOTE. Two 
cases in which the “white primary” was chal- 
lenged: Grovey v. Townsend and Smith v. 
Allwright. 


THE CONSTITUTION: WHOSE INTERPRETATION? 
Traces the “court-packing” fight of the 1930’s 
when the legislative, executive, and judicial 
branches of the government disagreed over 
the constitutionality of New Deal measures 
and the Social Security Act. 


The dinosaur age. Paul Burnford. Dis- 
tributor: Film Associates of California. 
1958. 15min. $70; color, $140. 

The camera records details of fossil explora- 
tion and reconstruction in a film which dem- 
onstrates that both the study of paleontology 
and the activity of a museum are fascinating 
as well as educational enterprises. It shows 
paleontologists on a field trip working care- 
fully to prepare fossil bones for removal to 
the museum.and, in the museum, scientists 
assembling the bones into a skeleton for 
artists’ use in creating models for a diorama 
of the dinosaur age. Every aspect of the film 
production—script, color, choice of picture, 
continuity of idea, and narration—combines 
accuracy and simplicity. Made in cooperation 
with the Los Angeles County Museum and 
the American Museum of Natural History, 
the production is commendably unhurried, 
uncluttered, and meticulously unconfusing. 
Intended for elementary and junior high 
school children, but interesting to all ages. 


Helen Tamiris in Negro spirituals. Nagtam 
Productions. Distributor: Contemporary 
Films. 1959. 17min. $125. 


John Martin, dance critic for the New York 
Times, presents an introduction to the work 
of Tamiris at the beginning of this film, ex- 
plaining how her interpretation has changed 
in depth and perception with her own ma- 
turity. Two of the dances were first performed 
in 1927 but, even though the choreography 
has not changed, Tamiris imbues them with 
freshness and strength in this recent revival 
for television. The dance solos created by 
Tamiris are based on the Negro spirituals 
“Go down Moses,” “Swing low,” “Git on 
board,” “Crucifixion,” and “Joshua fit the bat- 
tle of Jericho.” The camera focuses entirely 
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on the dancer’s form and movement, with no 
props, no background scenery. The music 
is arranged and performed by Genevieve Pitot 
with Muriel Rahn, soprano, and Eugene Brice, 
baritone, as vocalists. While the film com- 
mands respect, its appeal may be limited to 
dance enthusiasts. 


Music for children. Neue Kulturfilmgesell- 
schaft, Germany; English version pro- 
duced by the National Film Board of Can- 
ada. Distributor: Contemporary Films. 
1958, released 1959. 13min. $80. 


This enchanting film, subtitled The Carl Orff 
method of teaching music, will offer no new 
insights to American music educators conver- 
sant with the Dalcroze method or the rhyth- 
mic approach to music study taught in most 
American music schools. It shows, however, 
the results of children taught to express their 
natural responses to rhythm and sound in a 
nonacademic setting. It conveys also the 
imprint of the composer Orff in the pulsating 
rhythms of singing games and in the chil- 
dren’s playing together on various percussive 
instruments. Orff stresses the playlike atmos- 
phere for the early nurturing of the love of 
music and the affinity of conducting to dancing 
or music to movement. The narration, while 
British in tone, is beautifully executed, em- 
ploying an economy of words. The children 
shown are pupils of the Mozarteum School of 
Music, Salzburg, Austria. The film can inspire 
parent-teacher groups and children to dis- 
cover for themselves the joy of musical 
expression. 


Overture. Film Services, United Nations 
Dept. of Public Information. Distributor: 
Contemporary Films. 1957, released 1959. 
9min. $45. 

This film appropriately opens and closes on 
a hopeful note with scenes of the United 
Nations Headquarters in New York. Between 
it shows the ravages of war, its toll on human 
life, and resultant suffering, famine, and dis- 
ease; poignantly depicts the homeless of all 
ages of many countries; and eloquently 
presents the various areas where the U.N. and 
its agencies have pursued their monumental 
task of bringing medical care, food, and tech- 
nical assistance to the needy and their work 
in combating illiteracy in undeveloped coun- 
tries. No narration is necessary here; instead, 
Beethoven’s “Egmont overture” performed by 
the Vienna Philharmonic Orchestra is a fit- 
tingly moving accompaniment. A film of in- 
terest to all groups, it advances the cause 
of the U.N. and will be appreciated by the film 
enthusiast for the excellent editing. Highly 
recommended. 


Roy, sheep dog of the Scottish Highlands.

Jamie’s faith in his dog is not shared by his 


father, who doubts that Roy will ever make a 
good sheep dog. After Roy’s rescue of an 
injured sheep, however, Father agrees to 
train Roy for the Sheep Dog Trials. On the 
day of the contest, Roy follows the whistled 
signals intently as he and Father herd the 
sheep into an enclosure. The announcement 
that Roy has come in third makes Jamie and 
his family proud. The Scottish Highlands are 
a backdrop for the story. The script, read by a 
narrator with an understandable burr, follows 
closely the film’s action, and background 
noises such as the shouts and whistles at the 
trial add atmosphere. Viewed either as an 
attractive documentary on farm life in Scot- 
land or as a well-plotted story of a dog that 
proves his worth, this film achieves a dignified 
charm and an exciting realism that give it a 
wide age-range appeal. 


Tom Tit Tot. Storyteller: Margaret Lott. 
Creative Film Society, 1700 N. Lima St., 
Burbank, Calif. 1958. 13min. color, price 
on request. 


Actor-dancers re-create an old folk tale with 
grace and precision as a woman storyteller 
relates the tale. The story is of “the small 
little black thing with a long tail” who spins 
gold for the young queen only to have their 
agreement come to an unexpected end when 
the girl is able to guess his unlikely name. 
The film employs an interesting shadow-sil- 
houette technique which shows the actors 
against simple backgrounds that have only 
touches of color. Harpsichord and recorder 
music appropriate to this English variant of 
Rumpelstiltskin is effectively integrated. In 
comparison with the humorous vigor of the 
visual material, the storytelling is weak and 
apathetic. Libraries may find ways to over- 
come this drawback to enable children to 
enjoy an otherwise pleasing film. 


The wilderness of Zin. Samuel Elfert and 
David Anderman for Israel Office of In- 
formation. Distributor: Israel Office of In- 
formation, 11 E. 70th St., N.Y. 21. 1958. 
25min. color, $180. 


The story of five years of exploration in 
Israel’s Negev by the American archaeologist 
Dr. Nelson Glueck, president of Hebrew Union 
College—Jewish Institute of Religion, and a 
team of Israeli archaeologists. Dr. Glueck uses 
the Bible as his blueprint in exploring past 
cultures in the Negev Desert, now being 
retrieved and opened to resettlement. These 
discoveries provide added light for Biblical 
research and give valuable clues on how 
these lands were successfully irrigated in an- 
cient times. Winner of the annual award from 
the National Council of Jewish Audio-Visual 
Material for an outstanding film of Jewish 
interest, this will also appeal to all church 
groups. The film portrays work described in 
Dr. Glueck’s book Rivers in the desert 
(Bookuist 55:312, F 15 59).
